In presenting this new edition of our Descriptive Catalogue, we beg leave to 
return our sincere thanks to our friends and the public, for the liberal patronage 
we have received, and respectfully solicit orders for the ensuing season. 

We publish it as an exact inventory of what we now have under cultivation, 
and for sale; thus hoping to avoid the annoyance arising from ordering advertised 
things that only have a place on paper. 

Our stock is of superior quality, and embraces almost every article in usual 
demand here; but should any friends find their requirements not fully noted, we 
will be glad to assist them in either the home or European markets, where we 
have every facility for reaching their wishes; and having arranged to have the 
packing superintended by persons of many years experince, we have every confi- 
dence in soliciting orders. 

Our grounds. are situated one mile from the centre of the city—are closely 
planted with general nursery stock, and specimen fruits, of each variety under 
cultivation. Great pains and expense have been taken by the proprietors to pro- 
cure the best varieties of fruit that have originated in, or been introduced into 
this country, and everything, which upon trial, proves inferior will be rejected. 

Many items have already been dropped, in consequence of their inferiority, 
or unsuitableness for this climate. We do not pretend to offer the largest collec- 
tion but a nice selection of choice and profitable fruits, the more valuable from 
their being select. 

Our soil is varied in quality, which suits many different families of Fruit and 
Ornamental Trees &c. With long practical experience, close industry, and a dis- 
position to give an equivalent to all, we trust to be able to give satisfaction to the 
most fastidious, and merit a continuance of the patronage the public have so gen- 
erously bestowed. 

Our establishment being centrally located, it is easy of access at all seasons. 

Orders for Fruit Trees, should mention the shape and size and age required, 
whether for the orchard or the garden. 

In making out orders, it is important to have the names of the trees, plants, &c., 
written in full, and separate from the body of the letter. This saves a great deal 
of inconvenience to us, and in many instances prevents mistakes. 

In ordering, we wish particular attention paid to the mode of conveyance by 
which the trees are to be forwarded, also the names of the parties in whose care 
they are to be consigned. 

When the route of forwarding trees to their destination is left to us, we will 
use our best judgment, but in no case do we become responsible unless we are at 
fault. 

The prices extended here are what select trees, in small quantities can be had 
for at our Nurseries. A liberal discount will be made from these rates when pur- 
chased by the hundred or thousand. . 

All plants are carefully packed, rendering their transit safe to the most remote 
distance, for which a moderate charge will be made. * 

Our terms are invariably Cash to transient dealers. All orders from unknown 
correspondents must be accompanied by draft or cash for the amount, or satisfac- 
tory reference. Where notes of hand are given, they must be made payable at 
some bank. Our confidence in the success of the Cash System rests upon the two-fold 
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basis of making no bad debts, and of securing a largely increased patronage, thus 
enabling the establishment to increase its usefulness in all its branches. 

We desire our customers to notify us immediately if any error should occur in 
filling their orders, that we may rectify it at once. 

For all kinds of trees that are perfectly hardy, early fall planting is to be pre- 
ferred. In choosing trees for setting out, those of moderate or even small size 
are greatly to be preferred. Low branched trees, and high fences for orcharding 
will be found decided improvements. 

In transplanting trees, much depends upon the knowledge and skill exercised. 
Thousands of trees are lost every year through the thoughtlessness and careless- 
ness of transplanters. 

In preparing a place for the reception of the tree, avoid if possible the site of 
old trees. Dig a place much larger than the clump of the tree’s roots, and from 
fifteen to twenty inches deep, placing the soil in one heap, and the subsoil in an- 
other. The place must be filled with a mixture of the soil, rich loam, and well 
rotted compost manure, all being thoroughly mixed to the height where it is prop- 
er to place the tree. 

In general all the roots and all the branches should be operated upon, and in 
cutting off the bruised portions of the former, the cut should be made with a keen 
knife on the under side, and sloping outward, so that when planted, the face of 
the cut will rest on the earth, affording a natural position for throwing out its 
young rootlets. : 

The pruning of the top, also, should be done in a manner to balance the tree 
and secure an outward growth of the shoots, which will, in the main, be affected 
by cutting from within outward, just above a bud, situated on the outer side of 
the young shoot. 

If the ground be very dry, or if the roots have been much exposed to the air 
since the tree is taken up, soak the roots and the lower part of the trunk in mud 
and water twelve or twenty-four hours. 

With good, rich soil fill up, under, among, around, and above the roots, straight- 
ening them out with the fingers, and placing them in a fan like and natural posi- 
tion; being very cautious not to leave any, (even small) cavities among. them ; 
before entirely filling the place, press down the ‘soil lightly. 

A stake should always be placed on the most exposed side, and the tree attach- 
ed with some soft maierial. 

Mulching is the most beneficial of late appliances ; it consists in spreading any 
light substance on the surface, four to seven inches deep. 

Trees on their arrival should have their roots dropped into trenches, and thor- 
oughly sprinkled with water, bodies laid horizontally in a sheltered situation, roots 
covered with soil, and only as many should be taken up as can be planted in a 
few hours. If the ground is frozen, trench in a cool cellar or root house, being 
- careful to have the trees remain dormant if possible, until planted. 

When the trees arrive in freezing weather, they should be put ina cellar; if 
frozen, not allowed to thaw exposed to the air, but have the roots buried in the 
ground; if much dried cover wholly with earth a few days, and water until the 
bark swells to its original plampness. 

Now is the time to prepare for the approaching season’s business. It is much 
safer and therefore preferable that certain articles should be shipped early in the 
season.

APPLES. 


The varieties of apples are so numerous, that while it would seem as if all 
tastes, soils, and localities, might be suited, there is on this very account, some 
difficulty in making a selection. 

In general, except for localities within easy reach of a market, it will be found 
wise to plant the late fall and winter varieties more largely than the earlier kinds, 
and subacid fruits, rather than sweet ones. 

Almost every variety named in the following collection will succeed upon a 
moderately deep loam if the climate of the locality is such as to suit them, and 
even upon soils comparatively cold and wet, good fruit may be profitably grown 
if attention is given to carrying off the superabundant water by means of open 
drains made with the plow. Efficient under-draining will be found still better, 
and all land having clay or hard-pan underneath, upon which the orchard is to be 
planted, if not under-drained, should first be thoroughly subsoiled or trenched. 

For Orchard culture in good soil, apple trees should not stand less than forty 
feet apart each way. When Dwarfed for garden culture or for combination, they 
may be set from ten to twelve feet apart, and should always be regularly summer 
pruned by nipping the ends of the young shoots through the season, and in the 
winter pruning should be cut back only sufficient to preserve the vigor and sym- 
metry of the tree. 

The most important variety found in our list, is the Black Annette of late in- 
troduction from Bourbon Co., Ky. After an extensive investigation we believe 
it to possess better qualities for a successful market fruit than any variety now 
before the public. In texture and quality of flesh it is unsurpassed, while the ex- 
treme productiveness and hardihood of the tree, together with its long keeping, are 
qualities which are destined to render it very popular among orchardists and 
planters generally.

THE PEAR 


Is undeniably the tavorite fruit of modern times. Its greatest value is for des- 
sert, next to this, for baking, stewing, preserving and marmalades, The juice, 
fermented is called, Perry ; being made in the same manner as cider, but is richer 
and more esteemed by many persons. The best soil for the pear, is a strong 
loan on a dry sub-soil, It will indeed, like other fruit, adapt itself to a great va- 
riety of soils, but in unfavorable situations is more liable to suffer from disease 
than any other fruit. 

Soils that are wet during any considerable portion of the year, are entirely un- 
fit for the pear tree ; and also those over-rich and deep, like some of our Western 
alluvials. Light soils may be improved by trenching and top dressing with heavy 
muck, 
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The pear being not very abundantly supplied with fibrous roots, should never 
be transplanted, of large size. Small, thrifty plants are much to be preferred. 

The pear is a peculiar fruit in one respect, which should always be kept in 
mind, viz: that most varieties are much finer in flavor if gathered by hand from 
the tree, and ripened in the house. Winter pears should be allowed to hang on 
the tree as long as possible, until the nights become frosty. They should be ‘kept 
covered to prevent shrivelling. 

Many sorts that’ are comparatively tough, if ripened in a cool apartment, be- 
come very melting, buttery, juicy and high flavored. 


PEARS ON THE QUINCE. 


One great improvement in the cultivation of the pear is that of choice sorts 
being worked upon the quince, by which they come several years sooner into 
bearing, and produce much better crops than those grown upon the common or 
free stock. 

We have had opportunities for seeing the superiority of the quince stock on 
different soils and have not found any disadvantage therefrom; although some in- 
dividuals disapprove of it. We conclude after a careful consideration, that the 
objections are made only by those who have not given the two sorts a fair trial, 
but for want of better information call it a new and untried experiment. 

There are some peculiarities in the Quince culture as well as in other trees and 
fruits, and the neglect to the proper culture of them has undoubtedly been the 
cause of all the objections which have been made to it as a stock for the pear. 

There are certain considerations which must not be neglected in the growth of 
most trees and plants, and unless we give heed to the wants of the quince we can- 
not expect to succeed in their growth. How is this to be done ? 


lst. By selecting a naturally moist and deep soil. 

2d. By judicious planting. 

3d. By supplying the roots with sufficient nourishment by the addition of en- 
riching substances, or by a renewal of the soil as often as it becomes exhausted. 

4th. By limiting the size of the tree to the size of the roots. 

5th. By not allowing the tree to bear more than it can sustain and keep up a 
healthy growth of branch and root. 


These several things must all be attended to, and if they are, the pear upon the 
quince becomes one of the most bountiful of fruits, richly rewarding the cultiva- 
tor for all the care he can bestow upon it.

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THE CHERRY. 


The Cherry is a fine, luxuriant fruit tree, with smooth, light-colored bark, and 
generally of rapid growth. The varieties of the black and heart shaped cherries 
are always vigorous, and form large fine spreading heads; but those of the acid 
or red cherry are of lower, more bushy and tardy growth. Asa pleasant, re- 
freshing dessert fruit, the cherry is everywhere highly esteemed. ‘The early sea- 
son at which it ripens, its juiciness, delicacy and richness, renders it always ac- 
ceptable. ; 

In any suitable climate, cherries are among the most easily cultivated of our 
large growing fruit trees. They prefer a rather warm temperature, and around 
many of the old homesteads of Virginia have grown to an enormous size. 

The soil best suited for them, is a deep loam, but they will grow in a great va- 
riety of soil if the climate is favorable. In cold or very changeable localities, ex- 
treme thriftiness in the trees, exposes them to the risk of winter-killing or burst- 
ing. In such localities high manuring must be avoided, and the trees set in posi- 
tions exposed to the North or North-West, and defended from the winter’s South- 
ernsun. They may bear the steady cold of a severe winter, but sudden and great 
fluctuations will almost certainly destroy them.
